THE  HE  is  not,  perhaps,  a  com mer 
cial  riatton  in  the  world,  who  wotfhl 
more  willingly  admit  an  eftabliih 
ment  of  the  principle,  that  **  neutral 
bottoms  make  neutral  goods,"  than 
the  United  States  of  America.  She  is 
not  led  by  the  fuggeftionsof  commer 
cial  intereit  todifpute  this  iiupoi  rant 
queftion  with  '.lie  French  republic, 
but  the  language  or"  her  argument* 
are  dictated  by  that  fecred  regard  foi 
joflice,  which  fhe  will  never  faoifice 
at  the  llnine  ol  .wealth  and  power.— 
The  litua  ion  of  America,  a*d  the 
peculiar  policy  ol  her  government, 
may  have  rendered  fuch  an  eftabliih 
ment  more  f'avoiable  than  the  opera- 
tion of  the  principle  which  1  have 
been  contending  for,  in  the  foregoing 
number  ;  but  it  can  never  appear  that 
the  violation  of  the  hater,  in  an  ac- 
quieRcnce  to  the  wi(he«  of  France, 
could  have  precluded  the  United  States 
from  thofe  dangers  which  they  mult 
have  incurred,  in  counteracting  an  ex- 
prefs  injunction  of  the  I  a  ws  of  n a  t ions 
By  an  eltablifhment  of  the  fir  It 
principle,  and  by  permitting  of  its. 
full  operation  with  reined  to  French 
property,  America  may  have  preven- 
ted the  difagi  eeable  altercation  which 
has  taken  place  between  the  two  re- 
publics, on  this  fubject  :  and  that  Cy  - 
item  of  cxpencc  and  trouble,  which 
has  attended  the  in velligation.  As 
her  interelt  and  profpei  ity  will  for 
ages  dic'tate  a  plan  of  neutrality,  amid 
tbofe  wars  which  we  may  expert  lor 
centuries  to  come,  to  engage  the  at- 
tention of  Europe,  the  exigence  of 
the  principle,  that  " neutral  bottoms 
make  neutral  goods,"  would  be  ben 
eficially  enjoyed  by  the  United  States. 
But  whac  advantage  could  the  friend- 
fhip  of  a  fingle  individual  nation  in 
Europe,  fuch  as  France,  be  to  the  U- 
nited  States,  when  compared  to  the 
c*ils  which  the  inevitable  acrufations 
of  pcrfidioufnefi  by  the  civilized  pow- 
ers of  the  ea'th  would  bringdown  on 
the  American  character?  With  great 
j'JCtice  might  foe  be-  arcufed  of  having 
bioken  a  compact  by  which  thole' 
powers  had  mutually  and  folemniv 
agreed  to  be  governed.  Whatever 
deiire  fhe  may  have  10  fee  the  eltab- 
lilhmenc  of  principles,  in  the  affairs  of 
other  nations,  beneiicial  to  herfelf. 
yet  this  deft  re  will  j  ield  to  matters  of 
right  and  rjucltions  of  political  urgen- 
cy. 

Let  the  queftion  be  afked,  If  Ame 
ri  a  had  !iave  protected  by  lorce,  the 
gf  oils  of  a  belligerent  power,  after 
ihe  had  declared  to  the  world  her 
neurtaliry,  wh«ther  this  conduct 
would  not  have  been  a  pofitive  and 
direct  violation  of  it  ?  W  hether  the 
nations  of  Europe  would  not  have 
confidered  this  procedure  among  one 
of  thofe  violations  of  their  compart, 
which  demanded  their  indignation  and 
puntfitment  i  It  has  alieedy  been 
fuibcienrly  proved,  t hat  fuch  conduct 
would  have  rendered  void  t he  neutral 
ft  at  ion  which  our  country  had  deter, 
mined  on,  anil  pretermited  her  fol- 
emn  engagements  with  the  belligerent 
po.vers  It  would,  moreover,  have 
been  con  fide  red  as  a  futficient  pretext 
for  an  immediate  declaration  of  war ; 
for,  lefs  caufe«,  offences  of  far  lefs 
magnitude  and  attrocity,  have  deln- 
ged  Europe  with  fcenes  of  blood,  and 
prcfented  a  picture  fuflicient  to  excite 
all  the  powers  of  fympathy.  It  wo.ild 
have  been  confidered  as  the  fn ft  ftep 
towards  a  piratical  eftabliihment  in 
the  Weft  ;  to  guard  sgainjt  which,  to 
proreel  the  honelt  exertions  of  com 
merce,  and  to  fhield  the  innocent 
from  the  more  wary  and  licentious, 
the  law*  of  nations  were  firft  ordain- 
id  and  •ftaUiflted.  The  government 
of*  America,  therefore,  abhorred  the 
i-!ea  of  incurring  imputations  fohigh- 
ly  difhonorable,  and  incompatible 
^vith  the  dignity  of  a  republic.  A 
.  fteady  adherence  to  the  laws  of  nati- 
ons, until  /he  could  procure  a  repeal 
of  fome  principles,  which  might  be 
more  beneficial  to  her  inrerelt,  -was 
the  noble  policy  which  fhe  had  deter- 
mined to  purfue  in  her  conduct  tow 
aril  the  French  republic.  The  ex 
ample*  of  Algiers  and  the  piratical 


dates  of  Barbary.  were  of  that  nature 
which  the  government  had  too  much 
pride  and  too  much  philanthropy  to 
follow.  America  had  rather  be  in 
diendlhip  with  the  world,   and  pur- 

ue,  by  an  honelt  policy,  her  com- 
merce uutarnilhed  by  illicit  earnings, 

nan  league  herfelf  with  a  (ingle  nati- 
on, in  defiance  to  the  rtlt  of  man- 
kind.* 

From  what  principle,  therefore, 
r'rance  could  have  required  from  the 
United  States  a  line  of  conduct,  which 
in  its  event  would  have  been  attended 
w  ith  fuch  ferious  difad  vantages  to  the 
latter,  is  a  queltion  either  pioblemat- 
teal  or  felf-evident.  Her  emhnfiafm 
in  the  caufe  /he  had  undertaken,  the 
idea  that  America  was  bound  front 
former  gratitude  even  to  extend  the 
hand  of  partiality  beyond  the  line  of 
duty  ami  of  jufticc  to  others,  may 
have  fo  far  worked  upon  the  preju- 
dice of  the  cabinet,  as  to  have  rcqutr 
ed  the  adoption  of  principles  by  our 
govei  nment,  which  fober  reafon  could 
never  authorize.  Uut  t he-  eariy  know- 
ledge Which  r  ranee  mult  have  acqui- 
red of  the  American  fpirit  and  dilpo- 
lition,  was  fuflicient  to  obliterate  lo 
falfc  an  idea,  as  this  fentiment  foppo- 
fes  her  to  have  poikll'td  with  regaid  to 
<>ur  government;,  it  muft  foon  have 
been  difcovered,  that  although  Anier- 
ica  held  in  giatefol  lemembrame  the 
former  benevolence  of  her  friend*, 
rhat  Itiil  die  hau  not  forgot  to  be  juit 
to  others. 

The  unremitted  afliduity,  however, 
with  which  France  has  defended  this 
cjueftion,  both  by  her  meafutes  at 
home  and  her  luimfters  received  by 
our  government,  is  fuflicient  to  prove 
how  little  induced  (lie  has  ever  been, 
either  to  refpec't  the  laws  of  nations, 
or  Inpport  upon  equitable  grounds, 
her  friendship  with  the  United  States. 
I  he  (ubfequent  remark!  will  open  an 
elucidation,  v.  here  fttinciplea  euiially 
ntijult  and  equally  liable  to  eenfure 
and  condemnation,  appear  to  ha\e 
been  advocated  by  t'.:e  republic  of 
Fiance.  They  make  up  a  part  of 
thofe  political  differences,  the  fpirit 
and  collateral  confequenccs  of  which, 
have  brought  our  country  to  a  lamen 
table  and  eventful  crilis. 

I  he  neutrality  of  America  natural- 
ly fuggeh-d  to  her  the  impolicy  of 
permitting  prize  to  be  made  of  v click 
within  her  ports;  and  the  fentiment 
derived  from  that  fituation  was  cor 
roboiated  by  the  exilting  laws  of  na 
tions.  Neither  could  Die  permit  from 
the  fame  reafons,  capture  to  be  made 
by  vedcls  fitted  oot  from  within  the 
jurifdiction  of  the  United  States.  In 
either  cafe,  fhe  law  her  neutrality  vi- 
olated  and  the  laws  of flatioal  broken. 
For  it  is  a  fact  well  cltabliihed,  that 
had  fuch  pi  ize  been  made  anil  brought 
into  any  of  her  ports,  either  of  the 
powers  then  at  war  would  have  been 
fully  authorized  to  feize  upon  the  \el- 
fel  which  had  been  thus  captured  un- 
der the  fanc'tion  of  our  government. 

Thefe  arguments  could  not  fail  to 
make  a  forcible  appeal  to  thejultice 
of  America;  who  at  an  early  period 
rejected  the  defire  of  fiance  to  make 
capture  within  hct  poi  ts,  or  to  fit  out 
vellels  from  her  j urifdiction.  The  vi- 
olence of  the  corueft,  however,  then 
raging  on  fhe  high  feas,  accidentally 
fpread  its  influence  into  the  ports  oi 
•\merica.  Prize  was  made  of  feveral 
yellels  and  brought  within  the  neutral 
jurifdiction  of  the  United  States.— 
The  only  exertion  of  power  our  gov 
eminent  could  make  ufeof  on  fuch  an 
occalion,  was  one  founded  in  herneu- 
tral  fituation  and  her  own  ideas  ofjuf 
tice.  It  eftabliftted  a  particular  tribn 
nal.by  which  the  claims  of  the  par- 
ties fhonld  be  fairly  inveh igated  and 
impartially  adjulled.  This  kn parti 
ality  of  conduct  on  the  part  of  our 
government,  the  influence  of  which 
extended  to  the  fhips  of  the  French 
epublic,  excir<V   the  refentment  of 


unfriendliuefs  againft  the  United/ 
Stares.  Much  inveftigation  was  tluf 
reftdt  between  the  two  government/; 
which  was  carried  on  with  as  little 

•  It  was  not  till  after  the  taking  of  Gibral 
tar  and  Port  Malion,  by  the  Englifli,  that  the 
Regency  of  Algiers  could  be  compelled  to  ob 
ferve  its  treaties  with  that  nation.  Since  that 
event,  England  is  the  only  nation  on  earth  to 
who4e  fla£  a  deficrence  is  paid  bv  thepirutes  of 
A  h  it  a, 


repaid  to  jufticc  on  the  part  of  France, 
at  the  c-ucltion  with  lelpctl  to  ncutial 
bottoms  and  the  capture  of  French 
piopeity.  During  this  inveftigation, 
he  United  States  tifcovei ed  not  only 
a  defire  to  proceed  with  impartiality, 
and  with  a  facred  ieoa-d  to  the  laws 
of  nations,  but  fhe  never  lpft  fight  of 
her  attachment  to  France,  and  the 
fentiment* of  refpfet  fo  fre«]uently  ex- 
pretfed  and  evin.ed  by  her  conduct. 
For  this  tigid  regard  to  jullice,  fhe 
was  entitled  to  the  approbation  of  the 
w  orld  ;  an(]  in  the  hour  of  deliberate 
reflection,  w  hen  rlie  efferv efcence,  in- 
fpired  by  political  faction  and  clalh 
ing  intercfts  li  all  ceafe  to  agitate  the 
cabinets  of  nations,  Fiance  lhall  fee 
the  error  into  which  fiie  had  been  be- 
trayed, and  affix  to  the  American  cha- 
racter that  dignity  which  rendered 
her  fuperior  to  corruption  and  injuf- 
tice. 

During  the  difruflion  of  this  queft- 
ion, thecomuu  re  *  ol  the  United  Mates 
received  conliderable  injury  from 
French  depredations.  Not  all  the 
candour  which  had  been  obferved 
throughout,  by  the  government ,  not* 
v  it  hit  aiming  its  repeated  manitclla- 
1  It  ns  of  elleem,  and  its  unremitted  cf 
fays  to  conv  ince  France  of  the  impar- 
tial^ of  its  conduct,  ftill  America 
rould  not  be  (creened  from  thofe  aj> 
greilioBl  w  hich  raged  v  ithout  con- 
troul,  until  an  tmmenfe  quantity  of 
the  propert)  beloiiging  to  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  was  fwaMowed  up 
and  placed  beyond  the  jirobabili.y  t.f 
retiibution.  iJecices  Were  palled  in 
the  convcn.ion  of  179;.  rendering  li- 
able theveflclsof  neutral  patient,  ha- 
vingem  board  the  property  of  an  en 
enemy,  or  provifions  bound  to  an  en- 
emy's port.  1  hefr  decrees  were  fre- 
quently repealed,  by  icmonltranre 
from  our  miniller  rtfident  at  France, 
but  as  often  eftat  liflied.  The  alarm 
at  length  became  of  ferious  and  of 
U.eneial  importance.  The  United 
States  were  at  a  lofs  to  divine  the 
meaning  of  fuch  an  efl'ec't,  which  threw 
our  commerce  into  a  languilhing  fitu- 
ation, and  effected  the  molt  remote 
department  of  our  political  ce< onomy. 

V\  ill  it  not  evidently  appear  tioni 
the  fpirit  of  thefe  decrees  which  doom- 
ed 0111  property  to  defti utttion,  that 
France  hail  moll  lliamefully  violated 
the  laws  of  nations  and  repealed  at 
once  her  treaty  of  fricndlhip  with  the 
United  States?  There  was  not  per- 
haps, a  neutral  nation  in  the  vvoiki, 
at  that  time,  who  could  have  been  fob 
jected  to  more  real  injury  than  the 
United  States,  under  the  rigor  of  thole 
decrees.  The  neutral  powers  of  Den 
mark,  Sweedcn  and  the  Hanfe  I  owns 
had  not  half  the  dangers  to  incur  01 
half  the  piopeity  to  rilcpie,  that  the 
United  States  cxpofed  to  the  dangers 
of  the  fea.  Each  of  thofe  powers,  it 
is  certain,  had  conliderable  commerce 
with  the  belligerent  na'ions  ;  but  the 
trade  which  America  then  carried  on 
to  Fngland  and  Holland,  was  of  fu- 
perior value  to  that  of  the  Northei  n 
powers  who  had  obferved  a  neutrality! 

But  thefe  decrees  conftitute  one  of 
thofe  lemarkable  inftances  of  en- 
croachment on  the  laws  of  nations, 
and  on  the  fiicndly  difpofition  of  A- 
merica,  for  which  France  has  long 
been  eminently  diflinguifhed,  ami 
which  every  diplomatic  elucidation 
has  been  inadequate  to  defend.  She 
has  (trained  every  political  nerve  to 
juftify  conduct  which  honor  forbid, 
which  a  free  nation  ought  to  blufli  to 
acknowledge,  and  which  the  fpirit  of 
the  revolution  could  never  have  anti- 
cipated.

CONSTANTINOPLE..,  September  6. 

I  he  following  is  the  declaration  of 
war,  by  the  fublime  Porte  againlt 
France,  publifhed  yetterday  : 

"  /\t  the  moment  when  t lie  grand 
vizier  Mahomet  Pacha  took  polhllion 
of  Imitation,  it  was  his  duty  to  be  at- 
tentive to  the  welfare  of  the  Otto- 
man Empire,  and  never  to  lofe  fight 
of  tbe  conduct  of  its  enemies  ;  but 
liotv,  i;  hitauding  his  duty,  motives,  of 
i'elf  inte'reft  engrolied  th?  wliole  of  his 
attention, 'an  1  he  did  not  provide  him- 
fell  with  the  knowledge  of  the  hollile 
preparations  making  by  the  taiihlefs 
French,  nor  did  he  acquaint  therewith, 
indue  time  the  inhabitant!  of  Egypt. 

**  The  unfortunate  tidings  from  that 
quarter  came  n  >t  to  our  imperial  ears 
till  one  month  after  the  dilagi  eeablc 
circumftauces  happened  which  liave 
iqcieafcd  our  forrosV  and  uneafinels  to 
fttch  a  degree  that  (we  take  God  to 
witnefs )  our  tears  bowed,  &  we  were 
deprived  of  deep  and  tranquility. 

"  Wherefore  we  have  ju<l<>'  d  ir  pro- 
per to  difmifs  the  laid  ,Meiw.,nct  Pacha 
from  the  It  at  ion  of  grand  vizier  ;  and 
have  named  in  -his  dead  Jullof  Pa- 
cha, governor  of  ErzeruAi  ;  and  until 
li is  ai  rival,  we  nominate  you,  Multa- 
pba  SaV.  to  fill  his  (I  at  ion.
